To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Lincoln- 
ville: 


I am pleased to submit my fourth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Accompanying this report is a statement of 
income and expenditures as of January 31, 1970 and the budget 
for the 1970-71 school year. This budget was prepared by the Lin- 
colnville School Committee and the Superintendent of Schools. It 
is prepared in accordance with the financial accounting procedures 
recommended by the United States office of Education for local and 
state school systems and includes the 1968 and 1969 expenditures 
for comparison purposes. 


The end of the fiscal year finds the Lincolnville School Depart- 
ment in a respectable financial position. All bills have been paid. 
leaving a balance of $8,810.44 as compared to $857.69 on February 1,. 
1969. In addition to this balance an increase in State Subsidy of 
$5,775.51 voted by the 104th ‘Legislature in 1969 has been held in 
escrow to be used toward the 1970 budget. The anticipated State 
Subsidy for 1970 is $24,315.21 or $4,477.60 more than the previous. 
year at this time. For the above mentioned reasons, it is possible: 
to operate the Lincolnville School at the same level of instruction. 
in 1970 with a Town Appropriation of $77,844.84 or $5,304.89 less: 
than the previous year. 


Unfortunately we can anticipate a loss of Federal Funds. Title 
I funds of $2,936 may or may not be changed before the year’s end 
depending on congressional action. Title II funds for library books 
have been discontinued and after June 30, 1970 the Rural Guidance 
Program will also be discontinued, as has the Summer Head Start 
Program. The Guidance Project was evaluated by Dr. William 
Soule and Robert Jones of the State Department and has been vot- 
ed as successful and very worthy of continuation. The quality of 
services of this type are difficult to measure . Frequently they are 
minimized unless one is directly and dramatically affected. 
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Newspaper, magazines, radio and television have been filled 
these past months with summaries of the past decades and predic- 
tions for the future. As individuals, people are being exhorted to 
invest in their future. An important reason for the growing im- 
portance of education today is the plain fact that the schools have 
become the chief instrument for keeping this nation the fabled land 
of opportunity it started out to be. 

Education pays dividends:

in better communities 


Members of the School Committee, Town Officials, and resi- 
dents of Lincolnville are to be commended for their efforts and 
cooperation in providing good educational experience for the chil- 
dren of Lincolnville.

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Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


Public health nursing service was provided for the 
residents of the Town of Lincolnville during the year 
1969. The primary goal of public health nursing is the 
provision of nursing service so that individuals, fam- 
ilies, and the community as a whole will be helped to 
achieve and maintain optimal health. 


A total of fifty home visits were made to age groups 
from infant through adult. The majority of visits, 
however, were made in behalf of the school age child. 


Forty-two physical examinations were done in 
grades five and eight by Peter Holz, M.D., of Camden. 
Dr. Holz also administered immunizations against dis- 
ease in the spring of 1969. Twenty-eight children were 
immunized against poliomyelitis, thirteen children 
against. diphtheria-tetanus, and ten children against 
smallpox. 


The tuberculin skin tests were administered to 
thirty-four individuals at the Lincolnville School on 
January 17, 1969. On October 16, 1969 thirty-one in- 
dividuals were tested. The group tested in each in- 
stance consisted of seventh graders and any employee 
who needed the service. 


Children in all grades had their eyes and ears tested 
by community volunteers. Notices were sent to parents 
of children unable to pass the screening tests 
recommending they seek further study and treatment 
where indicated. 


Your nurse appreciates the cooperation of the com- 
munity and the services given by the local volunteers 
which makes such a program possible.

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COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The System of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by 
reconciliation of bank statements and by direct bank 
confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined on a selec- 
tive basis. Letters of confirmation were used, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent rec- 
ords. Trust fund transactions were checked. Surety 
bond coverage was determined. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net un- 
expended departmental balance of $3,085.74 was lapsed 
to unappropriated surplus, per the following summary: 

Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $7,082.92 
Overdrafts 3,997.18 
Net Unexpended Balance $3,085.74 


The overlay and unexpended balances in highway 
and welfare accounts less the overappropriation of ex- 
cise tax revenue, tax abatements and an overdraft in 
the snow removal and sanding account were the major 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


GENERAL 


The use of revenue derived from excise taxes and 
transfers from surplus for specific current year de- 
partmental operations were voter authorized. 


When partial payments are received on tax mort- 
gage liens, signed waivers should be obtained to protect 
the town’s foreclosure rights.
